Maneuvers Showed 


Needs of Our Fleet 


By T. DOUGLAS ROBINSON, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
A VISIT to any ship of our fleet av 

any time is educational. A visit to 
the United States fleet when it is partici- 
pating in battle maneuvers is not only 
educational but inspirational. I have 
had the opportunity during the past 
month to spend a couple of weeks on an 
inspection trip to the fleet and to sev- 
eral of our naval activities in and about 
the Caribbean Sea. It is a great pity, 
that more civilians who either criticize 
or glorify the United States Navy cannot 
have more opportunity of seeing the 
Navy in action so that their criticisms or 
glorifications could be founded on the 
visualization of the Navy at work and at 
play. Even a layman can be taught 
enough during a week or 10 days at sea 
with the fleet to understand the short- 
comings of the Navy and its splendid 
achievements with what the country ale 
lows it. 

Same Problem Abroad. 

The problem which I was fortunate 
enough to be able to witness together 
with the Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Charles S. Dewey, the 
Hon. Robert L. Bacon and Mr. Grover 
Loening, designer of the Loening Am- 
phibian Plane, was a scouting problem 
which was to end with a battle off the 
coast of Cuba. We asked particularly 
to witness the problem and be a party, 
to the problem on one of our few light 
cruisers, and the cruiser on which we 
were was the Trenton. 

Unfortunately owing to our lack in 
numbers of cruisers, there were only four 
cruisers participating in the problem. 
One with the Black Fleet or Battle Fleet 
and three with the Scouting Fleet of 
which latter fleet we were a part. I had 
often been told that our cruisers were 
the eyes of the fleet and this statement 
was more than proved to me during the 
battle problem. I have heard statements 
made frequently that the United States 
need not worry about our cruiser build- 
ing program.ow!ing to the fact that we 
have so many destroyers tied up which 
destroyers were left over from the war 
building program and that these destroy- 
ers could take the place of cruisers. I 
had not believed this statement and the 
visualization of the problem convinced 
me that those who made such a state- 
ment did not know what they were talke 
ing about. 


Fleet Needs Light Cruisers. 

The fleet needs 100 per cent vision 
which only light cruisers can give. We 
do not allow men to enter the Naval 
Academy who have defective vision and 
therefore why should we allow the fleet 
to operate with defective vision? The 


destroyers and their personnel do ex-- 


traordinary work but in a heavy sea 
such as we encountered during a pore 
tion of the problem they could not op- 
erate with the same efficiency and keep 
the same speed as could the cruisers. 

It was also impressed upon us all how 
effectively fleet submarines were able to 
keep contact with the fleet and were 
able to communicate the course and 
location of an enemy force. Their ability 
to do so proved how much we need more 
submarines able to be a component part 
of the fleet either cruising or in action. 

Our country, I believe, is in favor of 
a balanced navy in all its branches. We 
have the number of battleships allowed 
by the Washington treaty but even if 
each battleship is 100 per cent perfect 
in itself, the 18 acting together cannot 
be 100 per cent effective in war if they

Many editors contend that inasmuch as Albania is a child of the League, so to 
speak, the League is the proper agent to untangle the skeins. Mussolini’s opposi- 
tion to placing the Albanian-Jugoslavian situation before that body on the hypo- 
thesis that it would internationalize a “purely local” matter but adds another knot 
to the snarl. 

The San Francisco Chronicle (Independent) says there can be no understand- 
ing of the Albanian situation without a Balkan psychology background, and that 
intriguing and fighting became second nature to a subject peoples who had been 
for hundreds of years under Turkish rule. Says the Chronicle: “When they weren’t 
directing their impulses against the Turk they turned them against each other.

promptly.”

Services Study Promotion. 
O FAR no formal proposal has been 
submitted to the Navy Department 
nor to the Marine Corps for cooperation 
in the proposed joint promotion study 
though informal discussions have taken 
place. 

While no official comment is forthcom- 
ing in naval circles in the absence of 
official information as to the object and 
scope of the work of the proposed Board, 
there is a notable lack of enthusiasm 
over the proposal. The Navy has been 
working out its own problems of pay, 
promotion and retirement and feels that 
the pending legislation the socalled Brit- 
ten bill, will go far toward straightening 
out the situation and the Marine Corps 
has a personnel bill now under advise- 
ment that it is believed meets the needs 
of that branch of the service. Neither 
has the serious problem that the Army 
is confronted with and the general im- 
pression seems to prevail that cach 
should work out its own salvation. 

The principal objection seen however 
is the probability that extraneous ques- 
tions will be involved and the doors will 
be opened for controversial issues. If con- 
fined to the formulation of a broad policy 
of principles of promotion, pay and re- 
tirement with services free to meet their 
individual needs, the main objection to 
such a study will be removed.

RULING ON NAVY SUPPLY CORPS OFFICERS’ PAY. 

"THE Court of Claims rendered a judgment on Apvil 4 that will be of undoubted 

interest to lieutenants of the Supply Corps of the Navy and others who have 
long claimed pay of the fourth pay period since the passage of the Act of June 10, 
This is the case of Lt. Robert H. Lenson S. C., U. S. N., in whose favor the 
Court of Claims has just rendered a judgment holding that he is entitled to count 
his entire service from the date of his enlistment, February 25, 1907, for the pur- 
pose of computing his pay since he was a commissioned officer in the service on 
June 30, 1922. He was paid as of the fourth pay period from October 1, 1923, to 
March 31, 1924, but subsequently all amounts in excess of the third pay period were

APRIL’S CALL OF THE NATION TO ARMS. 

HE tenth anniversary of the entrance of the United Siates into the World War 

has a peculiar interest to the American people. The peculiarity lies in the way 
we have run true to form in all the wars in which we have engaged—the failure to 
make adequate preparation for the inevitabie struggle, the consequent suffering from 
disease and death entailed upon the armies which were hastily raised, the prolonga- 
tion of the conflict far beyond the time which sufficient and equipped forecs would 
have required for victory, and the heavy costs of reconstruction. 

The War of the Revolution, the Mexican War, the Civil War, the Spanish War 
and the World War all began in this month of budding spring. The troubles of 
Washington, of Scott, of Lincoln, of Shafter and Miles, of Pershing, were of an 
identical character and arose out of the same cause—lack of preparation. In the 
case of the Revolution, this was to have been expected; but who can forget the trials 
of the Virginia commander in collecting a disciplined force and in obtaining suffi- 
cient supplies for their existence. To jump to Lincoln’s time, can we easily forget 
his first call for three months’ men! Under McKinley, volunteers were solicited, 
and with piactically no training were rushed to Cuba. In the World War, we were 
fortunate to get the draft law through as quickly as we did, but the education of the 
soldier took time, and absence of equipment contributed to delay. Thanks to the 
bulwark formed by the American and Allied fleets, we were able to put ourselves in 
condition to take a valiant part in the struggle. 

No review of our war history, no matter how brief, would be complete without 
a reference to the superb work done by the Regulars. They were the backbone, the 
nerves, the brains which sought to instill military effectiveness into the raw material 
turned over to them. On their devoted shoulders was placed the huge task of 
proper equipment and adequate supply. They became guides, philosophers and 
friends, instructors, executives of vast businesses, and finally the leaders upon whose 
strategy and tactics the fate of the nation hung. Since the World War, they have 
returned to their duty of maintaining the Services at the highest point of efficiency, 
of instructing volunteers, and of planning the most efficient methods for enforce- 
ment in case of another war. They deserve the support of the Nation. They de- 
serve its consideration in the matter of pay and proper living quarters. They de- 
serve the legal adoption of the recommendations they have submitted, designed to 
make the country so strong that we will not be attacked. 

We believe the sentiment of the people is growing more and more in favor of 
preparedness. We shall hope the next Congress will see that it is observed. 

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE AND THE NEW CRUISERS. 

YHERE has been little comment in the daily press upon an occurrence of special 

significance this week. That was the action of the Secretary of the Navy in 

calling for bids for the construction of six cruisers of the 1924 program. When 

Congress over the objection of the President authorized the completion of this pro- 

gram, the fear was exprcssed that he would decline to carry out the law but would 

direct postponement of its execution, pending the results of the discussions at 
Geneva. This fear proved groundless. 

What was responsible for the President’s approval of the commencement of 
construction of the ships authorized? It is not difficult to guess. There is the 
Chinese situation, international complications from which may unfortunately arise. 
There were the refusals of France and Italy to participate in the exclusively naval 
limitation conference which Mr. Coolidge called. There were the policies of arma- 
ment on the part of the Continental European States which are being exposed under 
the dome of the building housing the League of Nations. 

We believe we have an insight into the President’s mind. He has expressed to 
the Powers the willingness of the United States to limit armaments. He has done 
and is doing everything he can to force this expression into agreement. If he fail, 
and the indications are that he will, then he will see to it that the United States is 
placed upon the same basis on the sea as Great Britain and Japan. When he gave 
his approval of the recommendation of the House Naval Committee for the author- 
ization of 10 cruisers of 10,000 tons each, he made no mere gesture. He served 
notice of what was planned, and if limitation be found impossible, he undoubtedly 
will ask Congress for the moneys necessary for the construction of these ships. 

The world is about to learn that Mr. Coolidge has the will and determination to 
make good his words. 


MAKING RETIRED PAY TOP-HEAVY. 
We have been rather doubtful about the wisdom of the provision of the so-called 

Foreign Service Act providing for the retirement of Ambassadors and Ministers 
because it aids in the building up of a huge government civil list; but we emphati- 
cally condemn the attempts to justify it by comparison with the Army and especially 
the Navy and Marine Corps. The Assistant Secretary of State, Mr. Wilbur J. Carr, 
has made a statement in which he claims that treatment of the Foreign Service and 
especially of the Navy should be analagous, since officers of the former also serve in 
all kinds of climate and under all kinds of living conditions, “aside from those of 
actual warfare.” Mr. Carr apparently thinks actual warfare or the preparation 
therefor a minor phase of a naval officer’s duty. Diplomatic service is being per- 
formed by naval officers—Rear Admiral Mark Bristol is a shining example. We 
respectfully suggest to Mr. Carr that he use his ability with Congress to obtain an 
amendment to the Foreign Service Law so that Army and Navy officers performing 
diplomatic functions shall be given credit on retirement. In this way, their retired 
pay would be brought up to that pleasant stipend of $9,000, which is the maximum 
allowed Foreign Service agents. 

The effect of general knowledge of the Foreign Service retirement provisions, 
as well as those of the Civil Service, will be to produce next winter a congressional 
investigation into the question of retired pay generally. We believe the War and

NATIONAL GUARD DRILL PAY. 

LL officers in the National Guard 

classed as “officers not belonging to 

organizations” will be greatly benefitted 
by the regulations effective April 1, 1927, 
governing the requirements for armory 
drill pay. The officers in the class men- 
tioned are general and field officers, and 
captains and lieutenants not belonging 
to companies, and for years the regula- 
tions which controlled their armory drill 
pay have caused no end of trouble. 

Heretofore, these officers could qualify 
for pay in but one of two ways: by at- 
tending assemblies for drill or, if they 
did not reside at the station of their 
command, by taking correspondence 
courses. These provisions were found in 
paragraphs 445 (i), (j), (k), 449, 452, 
928 (b), (c), (1), and 929, National Guard 
Regulations, 1922, as amended. The 
Militia Bureau has just issued Circular 
No. 5, which rescinds the above mention- 
ed paragraphs and substitutes therefor

der named. The first step in solving the 
Army promotion problem is to eradicate 
the sores of injustice. To attempt solution 
by first speeding up promotion is to ignore 
the fundamentals of good construction by 
building on a foundation of sand. Petts 
it may sound, but I do not mind the idea 
of slow promotion one half as much as the

ever present injustices, which are no 
present even with quicker promotion. 

Why was the lower part of the list 
recommended to be specifically exempted 
from consideration of injustices’ I won- 
der if it could have been realized at the 
time that in the lower part World War 
officers were not ‘allowed any credit for 
their two or more years of service and 
were placed below officers of alssolutely 
no service It is in this lower part that 
injustice has effected the greatest dis- 
crepancies. 

gut, you say, the World War officers in 
the lower part had their chance: they 
could have applied before Oct. 25, 1920 
and been ranked from July 1, 1920 Js 
that a good reason why a mun tiking oath 
in December, 1920, should receive credit 
for two or three times his actual service, 
while another, re-entering in 1921, with 
more actual service of all kin even at 
that later date, should be stripped of all 
credit for this actual service and plunged 
to the bottom of the lower part—tl foot 
of the list? There may have been some 
reason for such a thing in 1420 but there 
is no reason now for perpetuating such 
an error. 

It is solemnly asserted that injustices 
should not be corrected because no two 
persons can agree on the best rule to 
apply, yet the same persons would not 
let a horse starve to death just because 
they could not agree on the best grain to 
feed it. It is not essential that the rule

be the best obtainable. It is essential that 
it be a rule, one rule, applied fairly to all. 
Its oneness wéll be unanimously approved, 





regardless of yeas and nays about its 
nature. 

The bulk of injustices are among World 
War officers and the bulk of these officers 
are captains and lieutenants. It should 
not be too difficult to apply a single rule 
to them. Put all officers who entered the 
Army between April 6, 7, and the pres- 
ent date in one heap and rearrange ac- 
cording to total commissioned service to- 
day. If desired to give war service greater 
value, double it like the old double time 
for foreign service; if extra credit is not 


desirable, don’t double it. It does not mat- 
ter, as long as it is some one rule. If it 
is desired to throw in conditions as to age 
or former rank or anything throw 
them in or throw them out. It makes no 
difference as long as the rule, whatever it 
may turn out to be, is applied to all.

Aeronautical Notes. 

Colonel Francesco De Pinedo, the Ital- 
ian aviator, making a four-continent 
tour, has announced his intention of 
awaiting the arrival of a duplicate ship 
from Italy to replace the giant Savoia 
Monoplane “Santa Maria” which was de- 
stroyed by fire at the Roosevelt Dam in 
Arizona on April 6. Meanwhile he will 
direct efforts to salvage as much of the 
burned ship as possible. 

Upon being advised of the disaster to 
Col. De Pinedo’s plane, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War for Aeronautics, F. Tru- 
bee Davison immediately wired him an 
offer of the use of an Army ship with 
which to complete his journey around 
the United States. Col. De Pinedo ex- 
pressed his hearty appreciation of the 
offer and in declining it stated his in- 
tention of awaiting a new plane from 
Italy. 

Col. De Pinedo was greeted at San 
Antonio, Tex., April 4 by a large dele- 
gation of U. S. Army officers, including 
Brig. Gen. Frank P. Lahm, Air Corps. 
The Italian flyer left San Antonio the 
same day for Hot Springs, N. Mex. He 
took off from Hot Springs, N. Mex., 
April 6, landing at Roosevelt Dam, Ariz. 

In an address before the 
Railroad Club, New Haven, 
April 8, F. Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Aeronautics, made 
a nation-wide appeal for an airminded 
public and for constructive criticism of 
our national “air policy.”

Radio Items. 
HE Army Signal Corps Aircraft 
Radio Laboratory at McCook Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, is developing a device 
designed by Capt. Paul S. Edwards 
which is quite similar in operation to an 
automatic dial telephone. 

With this device the dial may be op- 
erated to set up any number from 00 to 
99 or a combination of these numbers. 
When a particular number is dialed the 
arrangement operates a radio trans; 
mitter sending out the desired numbers 


in “controlled direction” as with the 
radio-beam. 
The receiving apparatus is installed 


in the planes and by means of a visual 
board the number dialed on the ground 
is flashed by electric lights on the board 
thus enabling the pilot to locate his posi- 
tion without the necessity of wearing 
ear phones. 

It is considered quite possible 
this system, when fully developed, may 
be applied to ground stations for cer- 
tain purposes where long communica- 
tions are not desired, thus obviating the 
necessity of trained Morse operators and 
considerably reducing the costs of opera- 
tion.

THE three new Coast Guard Cutters

LIDS ON CRUISERS OPENED. 
Ber three ship yards were represented 

in the bids opened in the presence 
of the Secretary of the Navy on April 5 
for the construction of the six light 
cruisers yet to be constructed under the 
authorization of December, 1924. 

The three bids were all within the 
limit of cost, the lowest being that of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock Co., $10,480,000 each for two ves- 
sels to be completed in 36 and 45 months.

Two firms, 
bids on the machinery, the General Elec- 
tric Co. proposing to furnish six sets of 
machinery at $585,000 each, and the West 
inghouse Co. bidding from $821,000 to 
$826,000. Awards will be made later.

vantage of American sovereignty could be 
secured by convention or through sym- 
pathy, igh the sovereignty were relin- 
quished. 

In 1926 the United States spent in the 
Philippines in the upkeep of the Army, 
. and other services the sum of $14,- 


500,000, or over 10 per cent of the value 


of all Philippine products sold abroad. 
This amount would also be lost to the 
Philippi if independence were granted.

THE second of the three new Fokker 

Tri-Motor Transport planes, recently

DAVISON TO AIR MANEUVERS. 
ASSISTANT Secretary of War for Air 
F. Trubee Davison will leave Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 4, 1927, with a party 
of Congressmen and representatives of 
the press to view the Air Corps Maneu- 
vers which are to be held at San An- 
tonio, Tex., from May 10 to May 15. 
The trip will be made in the Air Corps’ 
two new Fokker Tri-Motor Transports, 
the C-1 and C-2, and will be the first 
time that the Air Corps has been in a 
position to extend an invitation for a 
trip of this character to nonflying offi- 
cials of the United States Government. 
The C-1, which will carry the members 
of the press and others, will make a 
round trip from Washington to San An- 


tonio, returning immediately after the 
maneuvers, but the C-2 will continue 
westward with Secretary Davison and 


his staff. 

Mr. Davison expects to make a com- 
plete survey and study of the principle 
cities of the West Coast with a view to 
effectively establishing units of the Air 
Corps so as to make for the best possible 
coordination in the general aerial 
fenses of the coast. The trip is expected 
to consume about a month and will un- 
doubtedly be of enormous benefit both to 
the public and the Army.

| spite of the spread of the strike in 
the bituminous coal regions, a great 
deal of comfort is obtained by security 
holders in the strong treasury position 
of leading industrial corporations.

SEASONAL PURCHASING. 

THE seasonal purchasing system rec- 
ommended by the War Department 
has proven so beneficial that Secretary 


of Commerce Hoover recently recom- 
mended to the Chief Co-ordinator that 
the various branches of Government 


adopt a system to secure similar results. 

The seasonal purchasing system oper- 
ates as follows: 

From the procurement programs and 
progress reports submitted by the Chiefs 
of Supply Branches, the statistical officer 
in the Assistant Secretary of War’s office 
keeps posted on what the Supply Branches 
have to purchase. At the beginning of 
each quarter this officer notifies the Depart- 


ments of Commerce and Agriculture that 
the War Department is in the market for 
certain commodities. The experts of the 
Departments of Commerce and Agriculture 
immediately start work with a view of 
determining the future industrial. trends 
and prime influences for such items. A 
conference is then held between the War 
Department representative and appropriate 
officials of the Departments of Commerce 


and Agriculture where a buying policy is 
discussed and analyzed.
